The Senate m et pursuant to adjournm ent, Presi­ 
dent Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum prespnt. 
The reading of the journal of yesterday was, on 
motion of Mr. M b, jm>.n pom d, the work having 
been so heavy th at the ClerLs were unable to get 
them w ritten up. 
ASSEM BLY B IL L S. 
Messrs. Enos, P ardee and Gorman wished to he 
recorded as desiring to have the whole m atter per­ 
taining to the 8t» ' Prison witness mileage fees 
tabled. 
Mr. J ohnson n. 
hat Mr. Leach’s Revenue bill 
be decl ired a ease » 
genc.v and roan a second time. 
Carried unanim ously, and the bill ordered to a 
third reading. 
Mr. J ohnson moved th a t the Senate recede from 
its am endm ent to Senate Bill No. 103- the anti- 
pedro bill. 
Mr. Conger opposed this, and characterized it as 
absurd and ridiculous. The Senate had made it ap­ 
plicable only to minors and should not recede. 
The motion to recede was lost—ayes 15, noes 20. 
Tae Judiciary Committee recommended th at the 
Semite concur in the Assembly am endm ents to Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 131—the Insolvency bill. 
Mr. J ohnson did not favor this report. 
Under 
the bill as it had been amended, a creditor who re­ 
sided in A ustralia or Hindostán could throw a man 
into bankruptcy. 
Mr. Dickinson thought the am endm ent a proper 
one. There was no reason why it should not pre­ 
vail. 
It was on the whole m ore favorable to the 
debtor th-m the creditor. 
Mr. JonNso.N thought it was not for a petitioner in 
New York to be able to prepuse a petition there and 
throw a man into bankruptcy here. 
No m atter 
how wealthy a man m ight be he m ight be thrown 
into bankruptcy by five residents of A ustralia or 
Hongkong. 
It was a dangerous precedent, aud 
should not be tolerated. 
Mr. D ickinson said an am endm ent required the 
petitioners to give a bond, and this would be ample 
protection. 
Mr. Conger favored the concurrence with the As­ 
sembly. 
Mr. N eumann thought men outside th e State 
should not be allowed to take part insum m ary le.al 
proceedings of law. 
The bill should be confined to 
residents of the State. 
Mr. Nye thought the am endm ent a ju st one. For­ 
eign debts should be ju st as sacked as home ones, 
and both classes of debtors should be equa-ly pro­ 
tected. 
Mr. N eumann explained th at the bond would cover 
the point he had made, so th at he could now vote 
for the bill. 
Mr. J ohnson said the man living outside the State 
had the advantage «>• the United Stales Oour.s. 
Mr. Dickinson said the jurisdiction of the United 
States Courts amounted io nothing in the uia ter. 
On th e question of concurring in the am endm ent 
of the Assembly the Senate refused to concur—ayes 
12, noes 18. AÍso, refused to concur in an am end­ 
m ent of the same character—ayes 11, noes 20. 
Sen­ 
ate refused to concur in A^svnib’y am endm ent, rela­ 
tive to an e-dating the time of filing a petition. 
Other Assembly amendments to the hill were con­ 
curred in, w ith the exception of the one placing no 
lim it to the tim e in which a creditor could come in 
for his share cf the dividend; nlso, refused to concur 
in striking oq¿ the words, “ prim a facia.” 
Amend­ 
m ent to Section 65 was no.i-concurrud in ; also, 
am endm ent to Section 67. 
A section known as 68, which was not in the Sec­ 
retary’s copy, hu t was in the printed bill, pro­ 
viding that this bill should not apply to any ¡verson 
insolvent at the tim e the Act is passed, wusnon- 
concuired in by a vote of 2 to 27. 
Two reports were presented from the Judiciary 
Committee, relative to Assembly Bill No. 425, anil 
ordered to be printed in the journal.

M INING B IL L D E FE A T E D . 
Assembly Bill No. 472—An Act *o encourage the 
m ining industry and to suppress stock gam bling (by 
Mr. Braunhart). 
Mr. Conger looked u p o n -ih is bi*l as monstrous. 
It gave the Commissioner unlim ited power to in­ 
vestiga ¿e mines, and was absurd in th e authority it 
gave to him. 
He could at any tim e step into any* 
r»f these mines and remove officers, if in his judg­ 
m ent they wt ie not doing their duty. Mines valued 
at niiU'ons of dollars were placed at the inercy of 
one man, and th»s was not wise legislation. 
He 
could employ e \p e rfcs, and if th e Commissioner was 
not* honeso it would entail evil results th at could 
scircely be estim ated. 
I t was claimed th at it would 
suppress stock-gambling, bu t it did not reach the 
princely nun ¿-owner*, 
it was full of inc msi.-síen- 
cies, and all th at was good in it was contained in 
bills already passed by the Lc islature. 
Mr. Gf.orgk said there were some good features 
in the bid, and had it been properly amended he 
wouUl have supported it. 
U nder the circumstances 
he would oppose it. 
The b*!l was also pronounced 
unconstitutional by good authority. 
Mr. H ittell said the bill created a new office for 
which there was no necessity. 
The e was no lim it 
-placed as to the expenditures he could pu t th e State 
to. 
Mr. Zl’CK .«-aid the bill was the same introduce! 
iwo years ago ar d indorsed by Governor Irwin, as 
he had been reliably informed. 
It lim ited the ex­ 
penditures to the approval of the Examiners, the 
same as other State officer*. 
It was claimed to be 
in opposi ioh to business interests. 
The same argu­ 
m ents had been used against the bill establishing 
the Banking Commission, and the Insurance Com- 
misaion and the Railroad Commission, and was 
shown to have no foundation. 
The object of 
this hill was to prevent fictitious stock transactions, 
and if stock gambling should be suppressed it wrould 
be of great benefit to the legitimate mining interests 
of the State. 
Mr. Sears said it had not been dem onstrated th at 
the bill contained a single m eritorious clause. 
The 
bill, unde * the Constitution, was class legislation, 
and was clearly unconstitutional. 
It made the Com­ 
missioner the Czar of the nuning corpor lions, and 
gave him powers greater than those exercised by the 
A utocrat of Russia over his subjects. 
If it became 
a law no capitalist in this State would risk his money 
in mines here. It was a corrupt and infamous meas­ 
ure, or such severe penalties of enforcement would 
not ba made. The Commissioner m ust have the first 
information, ai*t was the autocrat of the business. 
M y. S a t t e r w h it e said theC mmissioner ought to 
nave great power, aud should be ruled with an iron 
hand. 
It was better th at Block gam bling should be 
taken from the btate than to have it managed as it 
had been in the rast. 
The objection of unconstitu­ 
tionality am ounted to nothing. 
The bill m ight not 
be entirely complete, bu t immediate action was nec­ 
essary. 
Mr. Conger would like to inqu:re w hether Gov­ 
ernor Irwin was a mining expert. 
The public could 
understand the reports of the Bank Commissioners, 
bu t not those of m ining experts. 
This bill did not 
stop stock-gambling. I t simply gave the Commis­ 
sioner the power to levy blackmail. W hat was there 
in it to encourage legitim ate mining. 
The Gorley 
bill reached the evils of the buaiotss, b u t this did 
not. 
Mr. Pardei moved a call of the Senate. 
Lost. 
Mr. Sears stated the bill provided th at the Direc­ 
tors or Trustees could be held responsible for errors 
made by experts. 
It also empowered the stock­ 
brokers to make and collect taxes. 
The broker 
eould be prosecuted upon a bond which he had 
failed to give, er refused to give. This shewed the 
great brain of the author. 
In salaries alone $7,1$0 
was g ven to this Commissioner, and the expense 
would be $25,000 annually . 
Mr. Zcck said the mining broker was required to 
file a bond for $10.000 within ten days after notifica­ 
tion bv the Cog missioner. 
Mr. NarifANN said be never before saw a law 
whieb required a person to give a bond for the per­ 
formance of a private duty. 
One am endm ent re­ 
quired the corporation to make a 11 weekly report 
every m onth.” If this was not done the Directors 
were to be sued on tbe bond which they gave. This 
bill, he thougbt, was not demanded by the people. 
A bill on tbe file m et the requirem ents of the case, 
and he hoped this one, which was unsound and un­ 
constitutional. woul i be voted down. 
The Clerk called the roll and the bi:l was lost— 
ayes 17, noes 16—less than the requisite num ber 
voting in the affirma ive. 


THE FELTON MINING BILL

pretense, and the Senators who had voted against

lie hoped the frieuds of those two b ilb would 
vote against it. 
Tnc bill was ordered to a third read in g -ay es 2?, 
noei 4. 


M ISC ELLA N EO U S.

for those in Districts 5 and 6, $2,000 ; for those in 
Districts 7 and 8, $1,500 ; for those in Districts 9 ,10 
and 11, $1,000 ; said appropriations io be exclusively 
used for the paym ent of prem ium s and bounties 
offered and awarded by such Society in th e year 1880 
for the encouragem ent of the various blanches of 
agriculture, mechanic aris, m anufactures and do­ 
mestic industries ; no part to be used in any event 
for the paym ent of purses or stakes for horse racing 
in any torni. 
Mr. Fox called attention of the members to the fact 
th at they were appropriating money for som ething 
not yet formed. 
He admonished them to go slow 
and no t appropiiate the money of the people in th s 
m anner. The State Board of Equalization would 
probably levy the tax for the coming year based 
upon this appropriation bill. 
Mr. Adams warned the members and friends of 
the A gricultural bills not to push this appropria­ 
tion. He thought it w astoom ueh; he had favored the 
organization of district fairs, hut could not vote for 
the am ount intended to be appropriated by this 
am endm ent. 
Would not dare to face his constitu­ 
ents if he did. 
Mr. T> lkr compared this am endm ent to the “ riders” 
th at are sometimes placed cn sim ilar bills in Con­ 
gress to prevent the President from using appropri­ 
ations. 
Mr. Chandler favored the State running the State 
A gricultural Society as a State institution, and 
would favor giving districts a legitim ate am ount. 
Mr. Y o r k thought it necessary th at they should re­ 
ceive help from the State for all societies, and was 
not afraid to face his constituents on such a record. 
Mr. C am r o n was in favor of appropriating money 
for these purposes. 
He dem onstrated the benefits 
which accrue to the State by a wise policy in foster­ 
ing the growing industries of xhe country. 
Mr. Carr of Sacramento favored $5,000 for the 
State Society, and also reasonable am ounts for the 
districts. 
Mr. C o r c o r a n did not think the State was pre­ 
pared to give $33,900 for purses for horse races. 
There never was a fair in this State th at promoted 
agriculture in the least. 
It is a plain violation of 
the Constitution. 
The societies should give their 
ow*n money as premiums, instead of donating it for 
horse races. • 
Mr. Cook was not in favor of cutting down, but he 
wanted the thing equalized, so th at the small dis­ 
tricts may be benefited in some degree. 
He was in 
favor of raising it to $100,000. 
Mr. B ennett said he knew w hat the purpose was 
all along, when it wa* attem pted to make 8tate in­ 
stitutions out of the 80cie‘ies. 
Tbe whole thing is 
wrong, and he was opposed to the appropriation. 
Mr. Young said appropriations had been made in 
the pa*»t, and they should be made again. 
They can 
be made safely, and the people will justify it. There 
are some men who would vote against all appropria­ 
tions. 
These men consider every dollar spent for 
educational pur¡*>ses as throw n away. This is one 
of tbe greatest educators in the State. 
Some men 
are so small th at it would take a powerful micro­ 
scope to discover any ve9tige of a soul. 
Some of 
these statesm en would bite a two-bit piece till the 
eagle squeals, and these are the men who are oppos­ 
ing the appropriation.

It is the State F air th at has saved this State and 
built up her industries.

Society never pays more than 20 per cent, of purses, 
and th at is five times over repaid by tne re ­ 
ceipts on account of the races, 
he State Society 
in 
*ud the expenses were 
$42,000. Then they paid $1,700 of debts. 
Thsse 
debts are handed down from old managements. 
Every year som ething like $1.000 is appropriated by 
this county, and the citizens give lrom $3,000 to 
$>,000 ou t of their pocketo every year. All the So­ 
cieties ought to receive aid, and particularly the 
State Society.

P o r t l a n d , April 24th.—The weather is 
cool and cloudy. 
The Oregon Railway and Steam Navigation 
Company propose to build the present season 
thirty miles of rai road, commencing at Texae 
ferry, on Snake river, and extending up the 
l ’alouse valley. 
The contract for furnishing 
ties is already let, and the work of grading is 
soon to commence. 
It is the purpo-e of the 
company to have thirty miles completed this 
year, in time to handle the grain crop. 
The 
new road will he of the standard gauge, and 
will, ultimately be continued down on this 
side of Snake river until 
a junction is 
effected with the other line, either at Wallula 
or Walla Walla. 
The extension will tap an 
immense wheat-producing region, furnishing 
a safe and speedy transportation of all the 
surplus grain raised, and thus conferring great 
commercial advantages on a rich and fertile 
section of the noithwest coast. 
The various Lodges of Odd Fellows in this 
city7 and East Portland will unite in holding 
a mammoth concert and promenade hall at 
the Mechanics’ Pavilion on the evening of 
April 26th, in honor of the sixty-tir.-t arni- 
versary of the introduction of the Order into 
tho Lnited States.

COMMISSION. 


THE M’CLURE CHARTER. 


T his bill ha3 finally passed both cham ­ 
bers, and is in th e hands of th e G overnor. 
I t is a m easure regarding w hich th e m ost 
irreconcilable differences of opinions exist 
an d have existed from th e first, nor is it 
possible to reach any definite conclusion 
in regard to it by observing th e character 
of its opponents and supporters, for it has 
both friends and enem ies among all classes 
and kinds of m en. 
T he m em ber who in 
th e Assem bly th e o th er day declared ti at 
it w as “ th e death-knell of K earneyism , ’ 


appears to have form ed a more precise con­ 
ception of it th an th e generality have suc­ 
ceeded iu doing. 
I t is variously described 
a s being a bad bill and a good b ill; as a 
m onstrosity and as a benefaction ; as a m a­ 


chinery for robbing th e treasu ry of San 
Francisco, and as a m achinery for guard­ 
ing th e same treasu ry . 
I t is said to be in 
th e in terest of th e m achine politicians, in 
th e interest of th e corporation grabbers, 
in th e in terest of th e law -and-order ele­ 
m ent, in th e in terest of th é best citizens, 
in th e interest of th e w orst citizens. 
Its 
projector is extolled as a sagacious aud 
public-spirited gentlem an, and denounced 
as 
a 
schem ing 
scoundrel. 
Its 
advo­ 
cates 
are 
by tu rn s 
said to 
be pro­ 
fessional lobbyists, 
penitentiary escapes, 
political 
demagogues, 
patriots, 
high- 
m inded persons, and robbers. 
T he press 
of San Francisco is hopelessly divided upon 
th e m easure. 
T he 
local 
papers 
have 
dem onstrated it to be th e m ost villainous 
an d the m ost beneficent piece of legislation 
ev er ftam ed. 
T hey cannot agree as to 
w h eth er it will plunge th e city hopelessly 
in debt, or preserve it forever from all cor­ 
ru p t combinations. 
M eanw hile it rem ains 
possible 
tor 
th e fifteen freeholders to 
d iv est them selves of all responsibility in 
th e prem ises by presenting th e M cClure 
c h a rte r to the voters for ratification or re ­ 
jection. 
I t is n ot to be supposed th a t the 
voters will- be auy b etter able to decide 
upon its m erits or defects a t th e polls than 
th e y have been hitherto, b u t a t least they 
can determ ine w hat shall be done w ith it, 
an d if a m ajority vote for its adoption it 
w ill no t be long before its “ true inw ard- 
“ ness " is m ade clear to th e least in telli­ 
gent. 
U n til it is tried, however, it w ould 
seem quite im possible to reach any tru s t­ 
w o rth y conclusion regarding its character. 


TxUS BURMESE MASSACRE. 


T he Senate bill for a T ariff Commission, 
ju st reported from the Finance C om m ittee 
by Senator B ayard, m ay prove a very im ­ 
p o rtan t and beneficial m easure, if it is 
fairly and im partially carried out. 
I t pro­ 
vides for a Commission of nine m em bers, 
to be appointed from civil life by th e P res­ 


ident, w ith th e advice of th e Senate, the 
P resident him self being a m em ber. 
The 
Commission is in stru cted and empow ered 
to “ consider all classes of questions in- 
“ volved necessary to establish a judicious 


“ tariff in ju s tic e to all in te rests,” and it 
m ay visit all p arts of th e country, and 
m ust report to Congress no t later than 
D ecem ber 8 th. 
I t is evident th a t th e use­ 
fulness of such a Commission m ust depend 
alm ost en tirely upon th e character of its 
m em bers, and u n til th e P resident’s appoint­ 
m ents are m ade it will therefore be im ­ 
possible to determ ine w hat is to be ex­ 
pected from its labors. 
The ordinary 
political course in such a case would be to 
select four Free T raders and four P rotec­ 
tionists. 
T his th e politicians would regard 
as giving all in terests “ an equal show ,” 
and a9 a m atter of course it would result 
in th e failure of th e experim ent. 
There 
are some m en whose ability and experience 
in fiscal and economic m atters would n a tu ­ 
rally point them o u t as th e m ost eligible 
m em bers of such a Commission, b u t we 
fear it is alm ost too m uch to expect th a t 
the Senate w ould accept th eir appoint­ 
m ent. 
Of these, such nam es as D aniel A. 
W ells, .1. 
S. Moore, Professor Sum ner, 
G eneral W alker, H orace W hite, Professor 
S tu rtev an t, 
Simon 
S tern, etc., suggest 
them selves as being em inently appropriate 
selections. 
W ith men of this caliber in 
th e Commission th e country m ight a t least 
rely npon securing a full aud clear dem on­ 
stratio n of th e n atu re and ex ten t of the 
evils, abuses and draw backs w hich proceed 
from th e present tariff. 
T here is some 
ground for hope in th e fact th a t by the 
term s of the bill th e P resident is left free to 
eschew politicians en tirely in his selections, 
and if th e Senate had only k ept its hands 
oft' th e Com mission altogether, perhaps the 
atte m p t w ould have been m ade to secure a 
really good B oard. 
I t m ay, however, 
be doubted w h eth er a m istake has not 
been m ade 
íd 
requiring a report from 
th e 
Commission 
a t 
so 
early a 
date. 
T here 
are 
a t present m ore th an tw o 
thousand 
articles 
on 
the 
tariff, 
and 
it will be necessary to tak e all of thes 
articles into careful consideration ; to as­ 
certain th eir com m ercial relations, their 
uses in th e m anufactures or arts, th eir 
cost, th eir scarcity or abundance, th e indi­ 
rect effect of taxes levied on them , upon 


other articles, and so forth, through a long 
and com plicated course of inquiry. 
The 
difficulties of th e task to w hich th e Com ­ 
m ission m ust address itself are n aturally 
very great, because of th e com plex ram ifi­ 
cations and relations of alm ost all articles 
used in commerce, and to these difficulties 
m ust he added th e equally great ones aris­ 
ing from conilicting interests and conse­ 
q u en t m isrepresentation. C ertainly a year 
w ould not have been too long a tim e to 
give th e Commission for its w ork, and we 
do not th in k th a t it can possibly report 
exhaustively upon th e w hole tariff in a 
shorter period. 


For legislative purposes, how ever, a par­ 
tial report m ight be even more useful th an 
a thorough one, and if th e Commission 
should address itself to th e analysis of a 
hundred or so of th e leading item s of the 
tariff, it m ight do m ore real good th an in 
any other way. 
T he increased persuasive 
pow er gained by confining analysis to a 
few points lias been show n already in the 
exam ination of th e tariff on quinine, and 
of th a t on paper. 
By ignoring for the 
tim e all ab stract considerations regarding 
th e principles of Free T rade and P rotec­ 
tion, and by laboring only to show ju st how 
Protection operates in this or th a t specified 
case, it is clear th a t th e whole tariff m ay 
be dem olished in detail, and th e folly aud 
injustice of each p articu lar d u ty be dem on­ 


strated so pow erfully th a t it -will no longer 
be possible to defend th e system as a whole. 
T he w ay in w hich th e tariff lias grown 
to its present m onstrous proportions of it­ 
self indicates th e tru e m ethod of attack 
upon it. 
No system or plan lias governed 
its grow th, b u t th e fundam ental principle, 
of protection to home industry, has com­ 
pelled assent in th eir tu rn to every dem and 
for the exclusion of foreign m aterials or 
m anufactured goods, advanced hy m onop­ 
olists. 
Protection being a paten t system 
for enabling everybody to prey upon their 
neighbors, it lias inevitably followed th a t 
th e more licenses to plunder were issued, 


th e more it became necessary to issue. 
If 
A. was protected, so m ust B. and C. be ; 
and th en D. and E. and F. and G., as a 
m atter of course, claim ed equal privileges. 
T here is no stopping w hen once th is kind 
of thing is begun ; and so th e tariff has 


gone on sw elling and sw elling u n til at 
last it is paralyzing commerce and m anu­ 
factures all through th e country, aud de­ 
feating its own ends, as all such blundering 
and plundering fiscal 
legislation m ust. 
I t is certainly tim e 
th a t it was p u t 


to the test of candid and searching analysis, 
for the 
indications are 
apparent th a t 
unless some reform is soon in stitu ted this 
issue will split both th e great parties, and 
give rise to sectional disputes in w hich th e 
new stren g th of th e W est is very certain 
to outw eigh th e greed and rapacity of the 
N ew England and M iddle States. 
Free 
T rade is th e inevitable fu tu re policy of 
th e W est, including th e Pacific States, 
and th e 
politicians 
w ill 
do 
well to 
recognize th is tru th before self-interest 
causes them to be brushed aside by com ­ 
m unities no longer content to pay toll to 
th e A tlantic Coast traders and m anufac­ 
turers. 
W e hope th e tariff Commission 
will be appointed, and th a t th e selections 
w ill be sound, and public men who hope 
for a future in politics should b estir them ­ 
selves ia securing this end. 


A curious dispatch from th e English 
envoy a t the Burm ese court states th a t 
th ere is no tru th in th e story of the m as­ 
sacre of seven hundred person by th e order 
of K ing 
Theebau. 
T he inform ation is 
added, how ever, th a t ail English officers 
o n th e frontier posts have been recalled to 
d u ty and refused leave of absence, and it 
ia in tim ated th a t an im portant m ovem ent 
is expected. 
W h at m ovem ent such pro­ 
ceedings can foreshadow b u t a m ovem ent 
o f aggression upon B nrm ah, it is difficult 
to understand. 
N or is it easy to perceive 
w hy any a tte m p t of th e kind should be 
m ade, if K ing Theebau has given no recent 
offense to civilization and hum anity. T hereis 
one o th er circum stance w orth noting, and 
i t is th e fact th a t there is no E nglish envoy 
a t present residing a t K ing Theebau’s 
co u rt, all th e representatives of foreign 
G overnm ents 
having 
left 
th ere 
some 
m onths ago, a t a tim e w hep th e K ing, 
in one of his drunken debauches, sought to 
have them killed. 


ANOTHER BAB BILL BEATEN. 


W e are called upon to congratulate th e 
A ssembly again upon th e defeat of another 
bad bill. 
W e refer to th e insurance bill 
know n as Senate Bill No. 188, in th e ex­ 
posure of w hich the R eo o rd -U n io n has 
endeavored to do its d u ty to th e public, 
and on th e final collapse of w hich it has a 
particular right to rejoice. 
T his insurance 
bill was originally one of th e m ost im pu­ 
d en t and im m odest iniquities ever in tro ­ 
duced to a deliberative body. 
Its project­ 


ors appear to have thought th a t the sub­ 
ject was so little understood by the average 
legislator th a t it w ould be easy to hood­ 
w ink them as to its real purposes. 
In this 
conclusion, how ever, th ey reckoned w ith ­ 
out th eir host, as th e result has shown. 
A 
lew local com panies conspired to drive a 
large num ber of E astern and foreign com­ 
panies out of th e S tate, to th e end th a t 
they m ight secure th e business of th eir 
banished com petitors. 
T h at was th e mo­ 
tive and ultim ate object of th e bill. 
It was 
attem pted 
to 
deceive 
th e Legislature 
by 
irrelevant 
ta lk about 
“¿protecting 
“ home industry 
but th a t argument w as 
quickly dem olished by demonstration of 
the fact that what these companies pro­ 


posed was directly contrary to th e interests 
of th e public ; th a t in fact th ey were ask­ 
ing to be allow ed to increase th eir profits 
by reducing th e value of th e guarantees 
th ey gave th e ir patrons. 
The security and 
interests of th e people w ere never more 
flagrantly ignored th an by th is outrageous 
bill, indeed. 
I t was a3 naked and sham e­ 
less a grab game as ever was devised by 
those land-thieves whose infam ies so stain 
th e history of California. I t was too naked 
and sham eless to be successful, for when 
the light was let in upon it th e Legislature 
could not be got to outrage public opiuion 
by supporting it, aud it was pruned here and 
lopped there until a t last it m et the ju st 
doom of decapitation in th e Assembly. 
B ut though 
this is th e end, and th e 
only fitting end, of Senate Bill No. 1S8, 
it is not th e end of th e insurance ques­ 
tion. 
The discussion and investigation of 
the condition of th e local companies, re­ 
cently necessitated, has brought in to prom ­ 
inence the fact th a t several of them are 
now doing an unsafe business, and has 
m ade it apparent th a t th e S tate ought to 
p u t them under certain restrictions for the 
b e tter security of insurers. 
F o r th e pres­ 
en t it is sufficient to have defeated the 
sinister project of these greedy corpora­ 
tions, b u t when th e L egislature m eets again, 
next Jan u ary , it will be in order to urge 
the passage of a law prescribing th e propor­ 
tion of risks to assets w hich can alone be 
safely m aintained, and we have no doubt 
th a t th e necessity for such a change in the 
law can be show n so clearly th a t no diffi­ 
culty w ill be experienced in bringing it 
about.

T he A ssem bly appears determ ined to 
be consistent to itself throughout, and the 
prospect of dissolution cannot tam e 
its 
native fierceness and turbulence. 
Y ester­ 
day it had one of its characteristic row s, 
in w hich language was used by m em bers 
of a character fortunately seldom heard 
outside of a deliberative assem bly. 
The 
Speaker appeared w holly incapable of sus­ 
taining order, and th ere was absolutely no 
reason w hy a rough and tum ble fight should 
not have concluded th e affair, save th a t 
th e belligerents w isely preferred to confine 
them selves to vituperation. 
I t has long 
since become apparent th a t th e chronic 
violators of o rd er and decency in th e A s­ 
sem bly are beyond th e reach of rem ons­ 
trance or reproof, and since th e Speaker 
has abandoned all serious efforts to restrain 
them , nothing b u t th e close of th e session 
will rid th e S tate of th eir bad behavior. 
W h at these m em bers are, how ever, it is to 
be presum ed th e people knew who elected 
them , and we cannot in justice visit upon 
them alone th e disgust and indignation 
w hich a t least equally belongs to th eir con­ 
stitu en ts. T his is th e first session in w hich 
eith er cham ber of th e C alifornia Legisla­ 
tu re has been n ot only gu ilty of b u t posi­ 
tively addicted to, 
unm itigated black­ 
guardism , and we sincerely tru s t th a t it 
w ill be th e last so discreditably d istin­ 
guished.

— Otero, who a t­ 
tem pted to assassinate K ing Alfonso on the 
evening of December 30th, as the royal car­ 
riage containing the K ing and Queen was 
passing through the palace gate, was executed 
to-day. 
A t the time of his arrest Otero 
gave his age at 19. 
Y esterday morning the 
Governor of the prison 
and 
authorities 
roused Otero, and led him in irons, bare­ 
headed aud clad in the clothing he wore when 
he attem pted the life of the King, to the hall 
where condemned prisoners hear their sen­ 
tence in the presence of the Judges. 
Otero 
was pale, but composed, and signed his sen­ 
tence with a firm hand. 
The Judge then de­ 
livered Otero into the custody of the Brothers 
of the O rder of Paz T Caridad, who led the 
prisoner to the chapel, which was dimly 
lighted. 
Otero expressed repentance, but re­ 
fused all m inistrations of the priests. 
The 
regicide wa3 executed at half-past 3 o’clock. 
The authorities usually present on such occa­ 
sions were on the scaffuld, in front of which a 
large crowd was assembled. 
Perfect order 
was m aintained. 
A final visit was made 
Otero by Duke de Sexto, G rand Chauiber- 
laio, who remained tw enty m inutes with 
him. 
I t is not known if the prisoner made 
any disclosure. 
M adrid, A pril 14th.—The crowd at the 
execution numbered 50,000, mostly women, 
and was very noisy. 


T h e S itu a tio n In R u ssia . 
St. P etersburg, A pril 14th.—The Russian 
Governm ent has ascertained and is convinced 
th at the Nihilistic machinations find all their 
elements in England and Germany, which 
Governments would have been itss disposed 
than France to deliver up H artm ann.

zerland under th at of Landop.

If Gortchakoff dies, N . Vongiers, hiit As­ 
sistant M inister, will probably become M in­ 
ister of Foreign Affairs, w ithout the title of 
Chancellor. 
Moscow, A pril 14th.—The Gazette says the 
reasons upon which China refuses to ratify 
the K uldja treaty are th at the mountain 
passes would remain in the possession of 
Russia, and 5,000,000 roubles m ight be better 
expended by China in m ilitary preparations. 
S t. PETERSBURG, A pril 14th.—The Gofos is 
informed from Orenburg th at the long con­ 
tinuation of the w inter has completely ex­ 
hausted the necessaries of life in th at region. 
Rumors of starvation are daily increasing. 
Five thousand families cannotobtain sufficient 
food.

C o n s ta n tin o p le , A pril 14th.—Following 
are the particulars of the conflict of jurisdic­ 
tion between the U nited States Consul-Gen­ 
eral and the Ottoman authorities, growing 
out of the arrest of an American citizen for 
murder. 
The case comes directly before the 
American Consulate, which involves very im ­ 
portant questions of international right, and 
establishes a privileged position for American 
citizens. 
A treaty between

States and Turkey stipulates that any A m er­ 
ican citizen, having committed a penal of­ 
fense, m ust be delivered to the American 
Consulate for judgment. 
This is not the case 
with

A month 
ago an American citizen, established in busi­ 
ness at Constantinople, killed an Ottoman 
subject accidentally. 
He surrendered him­ 
self to the American Consul, after having re­ 
mained hidden for a few days. 
M eantime 
the Turkish police seized everything in the 
warehouse in G alatea, w ithout having asked 
the assistance of the American Dragoman. 
The accused is an im porter of arms, and the 
M inister of Police forced a box of arms open 
and appropriated several revolvers, which 
example 
was 
followed 
by 
other 
of­ 
ficials. 
Consul - General 
Heap, 
who 
is also Charge d’Affaires, was informed of the 
charge against the American after this act, 
and on the day previous to his surrender com­ 
plained to Sawas Pasha, M inister of Foreign 
Affairs, th at the domicile of the American 
citizen had been violated aud a robbery com­ 
m itted by police officials. 
On the surrender 
of the homicide H eap informed the M inister 
of Police of the fact, stating th at according 
to the stipulations between the U nited States 
and Turkey he would himself try the prisoner. 
The M inister of Police has not appeared at 
the Consulate, and H eap has informed Sawas 
Pasha 
th at 
he 
will 
not surrender the 
prisoner to the Turkish tribunal, and th at 
he expects the evidence to be brought before 
the Consular Court. 
Thus the case stands a t 
present. 
If the prisoner is tried by Heap, 
other Powers will claim similar privileges for 
their subjects. 
A dispatch from Constantinople, cabled the 
10th, aud dated four days later than the 
above, stated th at the prisoner had been tried, 
found guilty of manslaughter, aud sentenced 
to two m onths’ imprisonment, and th at H eap 
declined to give him up to the Ottoman au ­ 
thorities. 
The following dispatch was received from 
Constantinople direct to-night : 
C o n sta n tin o p le , April 14th.- The American who 
was convicted of manslaughter before tlfc Consular 
Court and sentenced to imprisonment for two 
months, has been sent to the American prist,n at 
Smyrna. He was conducted thither by Consul-Gen­ 
eral Heap himself.

A bout two furlongs from the win­ 
ning post Prologue, Simba and Fashion were 
beaten, and W allenstein, striding away from 
Sword-Dance, won in a canter by three 
lengths. Simba was a bad third. Rothschild’s 
Fashion, who was the favorite in the betting 
a t 5 to 2, came in fourth.

Stonemau, burglars, two years imprison­ 
m ent e ach ; Charles Conners, assault, Jam es 
Campbell, W illiam Grimes, W . P . Noouan, 
B ill Sheet-, p etit larceny, three m onths’ im­ 
prisonm ent ; Louis A drian, grand larceny, 
one y e a r; 
B. F. K ttinger, perjury, two 
y ears; Jo h n Fitzgerald, grand larceny, one 
y e a r ; 
W illiam Lssig, grand larceny, one 
year. 
The charges upon which the men were 
arrested 
were 
various,

Jo h n 
Sm ith and

H enry D avis “ w ent th ro u g h ” Vau Urden’s 
tailor store on .1 street, to their sorrow. 
W m . Grimes appropriated a loose coat which 
had been left in the < )rlean3 building. 
B. F. 
E ttiuger was an “ old sojer ” so he said, and 
while a “ little off” when into the Police 
C ourt and swore a lie to clear a petit larceny 
thief for w.mm he cared nothing. 
Ah Pow, 
another burglar, ctuiil not be spared on ac­ 
count of his color, so he got two years “ allee 
same M elican burglar.” John Fitzgerald, a 
freckle-faced youth of 17 winters, who stole a 
purse from Mrs. A. Schmiut, and who was 
too hard-looking a case for the Police Judge 
to adopt, was kindly admonished and sent to 
durance vile for one year. 
William Bruce 
w ent into a store at Elk Grove and carried 
aw ay half a bushel of cheap rings and brass 
watches, so he wiil ring in two years time and 
free board in San Quentin. 
Thomas M a­ 
loney got drunk, fell through a window in 
Tubbs & Cole’s office, and got arrested for 
burglary. 
W . H . Stonemau, a good man 
according to his own statem ents, got hungry, 
w ent into A . F lohr’s gun-store and was try 
ing to steal something to pawn for bread 
w hen arrested. 
Charles Conners assaulted 
Jacob 
A rnold iu front of the ^W estern 
H otel 
while 
demanding 
money, 
and 
Jam es 
Campbell 
stole 
a 
carpet - bag. 
W illiam Eseig entrapped a 
man 
named 
George D usenberry, who ought 
to have 
known 
better, into an L-street den, and 
robbed him of his watch and good name. W. 
P. Noonan m et an im m igrant from the East, 
borrowed his check, and by means of it stole 
the “ greeney’s” trunk from the depot bag- 
gage-room. 
Bill Sheets, alias “ Pea Ridge,” 
w ith the “ little mon what is a foine loiyer,” 
succeeded in convincing the Judge th at the 
defendant from sheer desperation and old age 
had concluded to quit being a thief, and 
never steal anything else until he was sure of 
not being caught, so his sentence was made 
light. Louis Adrian, who had been one of the 
honest pioneers, while tram ping through the 
hills, loot-sore and weary, caught a mustang 
belonging t<> J . Grimshaw, with an intention 
of riding a stretch, but he had no thought of 
stealing the anim ai—would not have accepted 
him as a gift, though he was a capital prize 
for a thief to capture. 
A fter Judge Clark 
heard all the statem ents of the seventeen un­ 
fortunates, they were sentenced and remanded 
to the mercies of Jailer Xewbert. This morn­ 
ing the eleven who are to serve term s of im ­ 
prisonm ent at San Quentin will be taken 
there by Sheriff H eilbron and D eputy Sheriff 
Newbert. 
They will leave the County Jail, 
and it will know them 110 more for a space of 
two years—possibly some of them may never 
care to return to a community th at rejected 
and persecuted them for misfortunes. 


C'h a f c e o w it h A bd u c tio n. — In the Police 
Court yesterday morning the case of Fred­ 
erick M iller, charged w ith abduction, was 
continued until A pril 22d. 
According to the 
statem ents of those familiar with the circum­ 
stances, on A pril 9th M iller, who lives at 
W illows, Colusa county, ran away w ith a 
17-year old girl named Lucretia Wilsey, and 
came to this city and remained some days. 
T hey were followed by an angry brother, 
Charles W ilsey, who is a Constable in Colusa 
county, and who persuaded the girl to return 
to her home. 
He swore out a w arrant here 
charging M iller and E. T. G ray with haviug 
abducted the girl for criminal purposes. 
M iller was afterward arrested and taken be­ 
fore the Superior Court at Colusa, and re­ 
leased on a writ of habeas corpus. 
He then 
came to this city, and hearing th at a charge 
had been made against him, voluntarily went 
into the Police Court yesterday morning with 
A ttorney H atch of Colusa, surrendered him­ 
self, and was released on $500 bail, his sure­ 
ties being Senator Glascock of Colusa aud 
W alter Calmes. 


T ie U p I I ogs a n d C a ttle .—The Board 
of Trustees has amended the Pound Ordi­ 
nance as follows : Section 2. I t is hereby de­ 
clared to be the duty of the Poundm aster to 
take up and impound, as hereinafter pro­ 
vided, any horse, mule, ass, kine, hog, sheep 
01 goat th at may be found in or upon any 
opeu street, alley, public square or open or 
uninclosed lot or grounds within the city 
lim its, unless said animal is securely fastened 
w ith a tether not exceeding four feet in 
length, if in public grounds, highways or 
alleys, and if on private property, of such 
length as to prevent their reaching the 
streets, alleys or public squares.

PROTESTANT ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


The annual m eeting of the 
Protestant 
Orphan Asylum Association was held yester­ 
day afternoon, Rev. S. B. Gregory presiding, 
There was a good attendance of friends of 
the institution. 
The m inutes of the last an­ 
nual meeting were read and approved, and 
the reports of the Board of M anagers, the 
Secretary and Treasurer presented, read and 
filed. 
The election of officers was then en­ 
tered upon and resulted as follows : Presi­ 
dent. Mrs. C. W . C lark ; Vice-President, Mrs, 
Dr. Clayton ; Secretary, M rs. W . H . H obby; 
Treasurer, M rs. Samuel J e lly ; members of 
the Board of M anagers fo^ two years, I Irs. T. 
B. M cFarland, M rs. A. C. H inkson, Mrs. H. 
H . Linnell, Mrs. E. A . Buri ; hold overs, 
M rs. J . L. Dennison, M rs. H . G. Smith, 
Airs. T. D. Scrivtr, Airs. G. W . Locke. The 
meeting adjourned on the completion of the 
election. 
1 he report of the Board of M anagers re­ 
ferred to reads as follows, aud gives all the 
m aterial details relating to the institution as 
spoken of a t the meeting. 
The Alanagers of the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum beg leave to subm it the following re­ 
port of its affairs during the year ending 
A pril, 18S0. 
A s another year closes and we enter upon 
the new, we acknowledge w ith gratitude the 
watchful care of our Heavenly Father, and 
thank H im for the m any mercies and bless­ 
ings with which our path has been strewn. 
Since our last report ninety-one children 
have found a home in our asylum ; of this 
number, forty-eight are girls and forty-three 
boys; thirty-four children have been provided 
with homes or taken by relatives ; of the one 
hundred and three now in the institution, 
thirty-five are under six, and forty-seven are 
between six and ten years of age ; seventy- 
one are natives of California. 
The school, under the immediate care 
of the City Board of Education, is divided 
into tour grades, viz.: fiftu, sixth, seveuth 
and eighth ; the average attendance 
per 
m onth tor the year, 52. D uring the term 
there have been 95 pupils; at present there 
are 05 names on the roll. 
The older children attend 
church and 
sabbath school, and one hour of each day is 
devoted to religious instruction, Bible study 
and singing. 
The library contains about 500 
books. 
Considering the num ber of inmates, 
there has been but little sickuess, and we have 
to record but two deaths. 
The completion of the new and improve­ 
ments made to the old part of the asylum 
building have added greatly to its appear­ 
ance, as well as to the comfort of those who 
find shelter beneath its roof.

Iu closing, we, as a Board, desire through 
this report to tender cur sincre thanks to the 
many whose hearts have been influenced to 
contribute 
their m ite to 
this 
work of 
charity. 
A nd now, as we enter upon the 
new year, let U3 pledge ourselves anew to our 
labor of love, duty and self-sacrifice, and 
hum bly wait for a blessing upon it.

Señaste. 
Washington, April 14th.—Maxey introduced a 
hill for the relief of certain officers and privates of 
the United States army. 
Coke, from the Committee on Indian Affairs, re­ 
ported favorably the House bill to amend the Act 
for the removal of certain Apache Iudians from 
Cimaron to the Mescalero Agency, New Mexico, so 
as to allow the Secretary of the Interior to continue 
to issue rations and annuities to the Indians, al­ 
though the thirty days’ limit in that Act has expired 
and the Indians have not been removed, owiug 
partly to their refusal and partly to other causes. 
Passed. 
After the morning hour the Geneva Award bill 
was considered. 
Call opposed it, and at the conclusion of hi-* re­ 
marks the pending bill was informally laid aside and 
the Consular appropriation hill was taken up. (The 
amount appropriated is $1,150,135, an increase of 
¿7,900 over the bill as passed by the House.] 
The committee proposes an amendment, changing 
the classification of the consular officers. 
Eaton, from the Appropriation Committee, offered 
an amendment appropriating $24.000 for the com­ 
pensation and necessary expenses of the Commis­ 
sioners appointed to act with the Envoy Extraor­ 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United 
States to China to negotiate and conclude a treaty 
aud settlement of matters of iuteiest to the two 
Governments now pending between the same. 
Agreed to, and the Mil was then passed and the 
Senate adjourned. 
House. 
Washington, April 14th.—The bill incorporating 
the United States Commercial and River Plata Val­ 
ley Improvement Company, for the purpose of aid­ 
ing and increasing commercial relations between 
the United States and the Argentine Republic, was 
referred to Committee of the Whole. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Indian Appropriation bill. 
Wells made a brief statement in regard to the 
money features of the hill. 
Baker said that tc many people it was a matter 
of surprise that the United States Government had 
failed to manage the Indians as well as the Canadian 
Government. Year after year had drifted away 
without the establishment of any system which 
looked to anything hut robbing the Indian and 
plunging the country into war. The only fixed pol­ 
icy which the Government seemed to have w as that 
which drove him from the face of the earth. 
T!)V bill was then read by sections for amend­ 
ment; 
Hooker gave notice that he intended to offer an 
amendment to the bill transferring the Indian Bu­ 
reau from the Interior to the VV\ r Department. 
Then there would be agents that would not only 
command the confidence of the people they repre­ 
sented, but the confidence of the Indians them­ 
selves. 
Haskell offered an amendment increasing from 
$14,000 to $19,000 the appropriation for the pur­ 
chase of clothiug for the Cheyennes and Arapahoes. 
Pending the vote the committee rose. 
Hutchins introduced a bill to establish a uniform 
system of bankruptcy. Referred. 
A recess was taken until 7:30 r. 51. 
The evening session was for the consideration of 
hills reported from the Committee on Naval Affairs. 


DRIFTWOOD. 
After four years a number of belieflower 
apples were unearthed that had been buried 
twelve feet in the sand by the caving in of 
a bank. Every apple was as sound a3 
when buried. • 
The Chateau of Chantilly is at this mo­ 
ment being restored by the Duke d’Au- 
male, who intends that magnificent resi­ 
dence to reappear in its former splendor. 
A mother propped up her baby in a 
chair in a photograph gallery in Colum­ 
bus, O., to have its picture taken, aud 
then excused herself for a moment. She 
has not yet returned. 
A church nearly completed in Moscow 
has cost over §3,000,000. Dome aud cross 
are thickly plated with gold, and it is cal­ 
culated that millions of this metal are on 
Russian church roofs. 
A puzzle to scientists is the remarkable 
persistence of certain odor3. More than 
1,000 years ago the mortar used in the 
construction of the Mosque of St. Sophia, 
in Constantinople, was charged with musk, 
the perfume of which permeates the build­ 
ing to this day. 
Statistics published in January by the 
Italian government report the attendance 
in the public schools of 700 scholars be­ 
tween forty and fifty years old. Educa­ 
tion has long been backward in the penin­ 
sula ; now the itching to learn prevails 
among all classes and ages. 
Four or five enormous blocks have been 
removed, by order of the Khedive, from 
the great pyramid for the purpose of build­ 
ing a mosque. This mutilation has been 
severely criticised by the Egyptians, whose 
faith, if pinned to anything, is pinned to 
the great relics of the Pharaohs. 
Joseph Widmer, seven feet in hight and 
the tallest man in Missouri, is dead. The 
St. Louis Republican says that he served 
in the war in Col. Frederick Hecker’s regi­ 
ment, and at the time of the first parade 
of his company, Col. Hecker, noticing 
that he stood head aud shoulders above all 
others, yelled o u t: “ You rascal, get 
down from that stum p/’ When the en­ 
raged colonel drew near to learn why his 
order was not obeyed, he saw what he 
afterward said was the longest beanpole he 
ever beheld.
